Fhe positlon taken by Judge Max-

well and Mr. Gere, as reported by the
Journal, on the =alary question, Is to

our mind the most correct one report-
ed—to fix the salaries of the Btate
officers and permitting the leglslature
to allow clerk hire not to exoeed a oer-
talp sum, to be named by the conven-
tion. But even to Nmit the amount
to be pald for clerk hire {a not exactly
the right thing, because no one can
tell how much or how little clerk la-
bor wiil be needed from year to year,
nor what kind of work—for there are
some kinds of office dutles more ar-
duous than others that a good clerk
would diseriminate in. We think the
question a very simple one to eolve.
Take for Instance the office of Govern-
or: let the convention say what the
services of a Governor of this Stale
are worth per year. Settle that mat-
ter, then—if the convention Is deter-
min d to legislate on the elerk baosl-
ness, it most assuredly should not do
more t(hanr to name a maximum
amount, to be allowed by the legisla-
tore. And so with all the State of-
ficers. We think the convention
should by all means heed the sugges-
tions of Mr. Gere, not to consolidate
the Governor's salary and clerk hire.
It is not in accordance with proper
business rules, and then therse would
be & temptation held out to the Gov-
ernor to be stingy with his help,
which wounld prevent much usefal in-
formation from being given to the
people from the Executive office—re-
ports and docurments—the legitimate
work of clerks. The best way for
any such body of men to do is to do
one thing at a time, and do It right,
and in every instance and on every
subject ‘“leglslating’ should be avoid-
ed—shunned with the reasonable
dread that every item of legislation Is
a thrust at the life of the instrument;
for, as It is a conceded fact that the
State wants and needs a constitutlon
saitable to the present, and what may
reasonably be antioipated for several
years In the future, the only danger
of baving the new oconstitution de-
feated liesin the danger that threat-
ens through muoch legislation. Every
poiot of established law wlill have
more or less, its opposers, and of
course the more leglslating there is In
the constitution the more enemlea it
will have. This is obviouns, and if the
convention would bhave its work en-
dorsed by the people it willact wisely
by keeping clear of the rooks we here-
by poiut out.

Either ignorant themeclves or assum

{ng that the pgople are too ignorant to

a constitutlon, and enacting laws.

Locating or changing the State cap-
itol, or county seats, changing the
names of persons or places, regulating
county and township offices, regulal-
tng the practice of courta and such
like, are no more legitimate matters
for eonsideration i a constitutional
convention than a ferry or bridge
charter, or dog law. A constitution
should be merely, and nothing more,
than a limit to legislation expressed
in relation to certain fundamental
matters. A reservation of power not
usually delegated, or desired to be del-
igated to Legislatures; an establish-
ment of maximum-lines, or boundaries
beyond which legislatures may not
go. For iostance in the matter of sal-
eries, or fees, they should not exce®d
a named sum; in taxation.a certain
per cent. should not be exceeded ; the
BState should never ocreate an lodebt-
edness beyond a fixed amount. But
few, If any features should be specific-
ally fired, Because what mightbe es-
senilal and desirable this year might
not be the next year. Especlally Is
such a constitutlon appllcable to a
new growing State. What we most
need is & plain, concise, flexible In-
strument, subject to easy, economical
and frequent changes, or amend-
ments by the people, as growing
wants demand, leaving all asnear the
people as possible subjeet to thelr con-
trol and management. This s a
plain practical Idea, or prinelple of a
copetitution.. Any body of men at-
tempting to go beyond this, are as-
suming to exercise powers the people
never dreamed of entrusting them
with.

CONSTITUTIONAL CONYENTION.
TR JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT.

SBeEctioN 1 The Judiclal power of
this State shall be vested In a supreme
court, distriot courts, county courts,
justices of the peace, police maglstrates,
and such other courts inferior to the
district courts, as may be created by
law for cities and incorporated towns.
Sec. 2. The supreme court shall con-
sist of three judges, a majority of
whom shall be necessary to form a

vorum or to prononnece a declsion.
?t ghall have original jurisdiction in
cases relating to the revenue, clvil
cases in which the State shall be a
party, mandamus, quo warranto, ha-
beas corpus, and such u&)rmllala juris-
diction as may be provided by law.

Sec. 3. Atleast two terms of the
supreme co0rt shall be held In each
year, at the seat of government.

Sec. 4. The judges of the supreme
court shall be elected by the electors
of Lthe State at large; and their terms
of office, except of those chosen at the
first electlon, as hereinafter provided,
shall be six years.

8ec. 5. The judges of the supreme
court shall immediately after the first
election under this constitation, be
classifled by lot so that ore shall hold
his office for the term of —— years,
one for the term of——years, and one
for the term of——years.

Sec. 6. The judge of the supreme
court have the shortest term to serve,
not holding his office by appointment
or election to fill & vacamcy, shall be
the chief justice, and such shall pre-
side at all terms of the supreme court;
and in case of his absence the judge
baving in like manner the next short-
est time to serve shall preside in hils
stead.

Sec. 7. No person shall be eligible
to the office of judge of the supreme
court unless he shall be at least thirty
years of age, and citizen of the Uni-
ted States; nor unless he shall have
reslded in this State at least three years
next preceding his election.

Rec. 8. There shall be appolated
by the supreme court a reporter, who
shall also act as clerk of the supreme
court, and as librarian of the law and
miscellaneous library of the State,
whose term of office shall be for the
term of four years, unless sOODET re-
move by the court, whose salary ehall
be fixed by law, not to exceed fifteen
hundred dollars per annum. The
copyright of the State reports to for-
ever belong to the State,

have both chancery and common law
jurisaletion and euch other jurisdio-
tion at the legislature may vide,
and the judges thereof shall admit
persons charged with felony to a plea
of gullty and pronounce sentence as |
may be prescribed by law. .

No county shall be divided,
or bave any part stricken therefrom,
without first submitting the question
to a vote of the people of the county,
nor unless a majority of all the legal
voters of the county voting on the
question shall vote for the same.

There ghall be no territory
stricken from any organized county
unless a majority of voters living In
such territory shall petition for such
division, and no territory shall be add-
ed to any organized county wlthou?
the consent of the majority of the vo-
ters of the county to which itis pro-
posed to be added; but the portion
so stricken off and added to another
county, or formed in whole or in part
into a new county, shall be holden for
and obliged to pay its proportion of
the indebtedness of the counties from
which it has been taken.
